I am pleased to report that there has been considerable increase 
in assessment and valuations in the year 1962, which indicates we 
have been enjoying a normal, healthy growth within the County.

The proposed 1963 equalization figures are (with one exception) 
the total amount of the revised taxable assessment shown on the 
local assessment rolls for the year 1962, plus additions made under 
Section 54 of The Assessment Act. It is felt that the local assess- 
ments bear a just relation one to another and are so close in all 
municipalities that, therefore, the local assessment total of each 
should be the equalized total of each for County purposes. The 
valuations of Provincial, Federal and Ontario Hydro Properties 
upon which grants in lieu of taxes are paid, will be added to the 
gross total for the apportioning of county rates in the year 1964. 


Note 1—The one exception is a municipality which has a large 
industrial fixed assessment and the Assessment Committee feel 
that, as this is purely a local matter, the equalized assessment of 
this municipality, for County purposes, should be increased to some 
extent to compensate for this fixed assessment. 
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Note 2—There were amendments to The Assessment Act in the 
years 1960 and 1961 whereby the valuations of Provincial, Federal 
and Ontario Hydro Electric Power Commission Properties upon 
which grants in lieu of taxes are paid are to be added to the agegre- 
gate valuations of each municipality to form the basis for the ap- 
portioning of County Rates. These valuations are set out in 
Schedule “C” of this report. 


Note 3—Assessments made pursuant to Section 54 of The As- 
sessment Act which are to be added for the purposes of equaliza- 
tion consist of new buildings, additions and new business placed 
on the supplementary roll by the assessor as of January Ist, 1963 
and liable for the full 12 months’ taxes in the year 1963. 


AMENDMENTS TO THE ASSESSMENT ACT, IN BRIEF, ARE : 


1963—Section 93a has been amended so that a County Council 
may appoint a County Assessment Commissioner on a simple ma- 
jority vote and with the approval of The Minister, providing for 
a county wide assessment under such a commissioner. 


The Minister, by regulation, has provided that Counties ap- 
pointing a County Assessment Commissioner will receive an an- 
nual grant of $2500. towards his salary and in addition will obtain 
50% of all capital costs (equipment) necessary to set up the system. 


ASSESSMENT PRACTICE 


It is indicated by The Minister of the Department of Municipal 
Affairs that in the near future all Assessors in the Province will 
be licenced by the Department. It is expected that all presently 
employed assessors will be licenced on a temporary basis, and that 
in the future assessors will be required to have certain educational 
standards and will be examined by the Department before they 
receive their licence to practice. This is similar to the present 
practice of licencing Municipal Auditors. 
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Since the year 1957, in-service training has been carried on 
through The Institute of Municipal Assessors providing a three 
year course of study in conjunction with Queen’s University. The 
Government has now recognized the importance of this training 
programme and have requested that they be allowed to partici- 
pate in this. To this end a Committee has been set up, of which 
I am a member, and by this fall we will see the results of this par- 
ticipation in an extended programme through financial assistance 
from the Provincial Government. 


The Government has made clear that they do not wish to dom- 
inate but merely to participate and facilitate the seeking for true 
professional status by the Assessors. 


Good assessment administration depends largely on the three 
factors of competent personnel, sound organizational pattern and ade- 
quate equipment. Of the three, competent personnel is the most 
important. Events in the field of assessment administration have 
moved quite rapidly in 1962 and through government participation 
provides substantial evidence of the continually growing recogni- 
tion of this fact. 


In this regard too, the Department is publishing a new “Man- 
ual of Values” which will be in the hands of the Assessors in the 
fall of this year. 


I have been appointed to a Committee of Assessors studying 
this Manual in conjunction with Department Personnel and the 
County of Oxford has been chosen by the Department as the site 
for the field and on the job training of the Department Assessment 
staff as regards Agricultural properties. 


I have had the honour, at our annual convention, of being elect- 
ed President of the Institute of Municipal Assessors for the 1963- 
1964 term and consider it doubly an honour this year, when we 
are working so closely with the Department to consolidate their 
participation in our in-service programme of training for assessment 
personnel. 
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ADDITIONAL ASSESSMENT FOR CURRENT YEAR 
TAXATION 


Section 58 of The Assessment Act states that new buildings, 
additions, property ceasing to be exempt, and new businesses etc. 
shall be taxed from the first of the month following the trans- 
mission of the assessment notice, when the property is occupied or 
fit for occupancy, ie. assessment is placed on the tax roll of the 
current year for 10 months, six months or as the case may be. 


The County’s share of this additional revenue in the year 1962 
was in the amount of $5,209.58, which is certainly of great benefit 
towards defraying the cost of your County Assessor’s Office. These 
assessment figures and taxes are set out in detail on one of the 
pages of this report. 


Prior to Oxford County adopting the County Assessment sys- 
tem, very little, if any revenue was derived from this source by 
the municipalities and the County received no additional revenue 
at all. This surely emphasizes the fact that making the local assess- 
ors more or less full time, paying them commensurate to their duties 
and capabilities is sound procedure, as the assessors, to a great ex- 
tent, pay their way through this additional revenue. The keeping 
up-to-date of sections 53 and 54 by your County Assessor and local 
Assessors, not only benefits the local municipalities but the County 
as a whole. 


FEATURES OF REPORT 


Attached hereto are three schedules for your information and 
guidance. 


Schedule “A” 


A schedule showing the population and rateable assessment in 
each municipality taken from the 1962 revised assessment rolls, the 
business assessment and the assessments made under Section 54 of 
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The Assessment Act for full taxation in the year 1963. The schedule 
also shows the suggested equalized assessment and your Assessment 
Committee is recommending same for adoption as the suggested 
equalization total of each municipality for the year 1963. 


Schedule “B” 


A schedule comparing the proposed 1963 equalization of rate- 
able property, business assessment and valuations on Crown Grant 
Property in the County with the 1962 equalization figures. 


Schedule “C” 


A schedule which shows the amount of valuations of Crown 
Properties eligible for grants to be added to the aggregate equali- 
zation of each municipality and the sum total of the two is the 
amount to be used for the apportionment of County Rates in the 
year 1964. 


OTHER FEATURES OF THE REPORT ARE : 


(a) A list by municipalities showing the assessed value of new 
assessment added under Section 58 of The Assessment Act for part 
of the year, the amount of taxes accruing, and the County’s share 
of such taxation. 


(b) A list showing the amount of assessment added under Section 
54 of The Assessment Act as of January Ist, for full taxation in the 
year 1963. This forms part of the equalization and is also shown 
on Schedule “A”. 


(c) A compiled percentage sheet showing the breakdown of 
various type properties within each municipality. The totals through- 
out the County are also shown with the percentage each bears to 
the whole. 
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GENERAL 


Regular meetings with the local assessors are held. These meet- 
ings are primarily to bring the assessors up-to-date regarding new 
legislation and correlate their thinking, so that all are conversant 
with each other’s procedure, thus ensuring equality in every munici- 
pality. At these meetings they discuss their problems, checking out 
various types of assessments and leaving with a mutual feeling of 
good-will, knowing that we in Oxford County have a modern and 
stream-lined system, kept up-to-date at all times and can maintain 
our assessment through this efficiency of collecting and using all 
data pertaining to assessment. 


Any assessor who keeps on top of his work, has adequate records 
and is always up-to-date with his appraisal cards should be justifi- 
ably proud and my own belief is that our Assessors need take a back 
seat to no one in the Province. 


Commencing after the re-assessment the local assessors and I 
have compiled an Annual Assessment Report for each Municipality. 
These give all pertinent data on assessment. This office processes 
these reports, checking the figures, balance same, cut and run off 
the stencils for presentation of the reports to the incoming council 
at the first meeting in the New Year. The reports have proven a 
very worthwhile project, and well worth the time and effort the 
individual assessor spends on same. 


In each year I am called upon to act on various Boards of Ar- 
bitration in the equalization of High School Districts, Union School 
Sections and now with amendments to the Act on the equalization 
of Separate Schools. Often these equalizations involve other 
Counties. 


This year we have two new appointments of assessors, the 
other assessors retiring due to age. We also have had the misfor- 
tune of having two of our assessors in hospital for several weeks 
and it will be sometime before these men will be back on the job. 
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This lays some added burden on our office but the two new assess- 
ors are quite keen and eager to learn and this makes for a situation 
where time teaching these men in the field and office is time well 
spent. 


Through my many years of Municipal work and service with the 
Department of Municipal Affairs I have gained a wide knowledge 
in the field of Municipal Administration and have given and will 
continue to give in the future of my time and assistance to the 
various municipalities as called on. 


I wish to express my sincere appreciation to all County and 
Municipal Officials, and to all Members of the County Council for 
their co-operation throughout the year.

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FIFTH REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE 
ON COUNTY ROADS 


To the Warden and Members of the Council 
of the County of Oxford : 


Gentlemen, — Your Committee beg to report as follows— 


Ist. After the road programme was passed by the County 
Council at the March Session of County Council, your Committee 
proceeded with the work for the year. Specifications were prepared 
and tenders called on supplies, trucking and equipment rental. 
Awards were made to the lowest tenderer and in cases of identical 
quotations on supplies, the requirements are being divided between 
the companies quoting with consideration to the cost on the job 
and the suitability of the materials for the work being done. 


2nd. With the extreme cold weather last winter, the frost 
penetrated deeply into the road beds and with the cool spring 
weather the road beds have been slow in consolidating after the 
spring break-up. The bases on all sections of paved roads which 
showed weakness this spring have been excavated and filled with 
granular material. Winter maintenance to date this year has cost 
$29,467.44 which does not include the treated sand used in ice 
control which was stock piled in the fall of 1962. Gravel resurfacing 
provided for in the estimates has been completed and the first ap- 
plication of dustlayer on all gravel roads applied. Shoulders of the 
roads are now being mowed and the County will start applying 
chemical weed killer next week. 


8rd. Construction work is under way in the County. Brennan 
Paving Co. is completing their 1962 contract on Road 13 north of 
Springford and should finish same in three weeks time. Clubb & 
Nicholson have completed the Hayes Bridge on the Dereham-South 
Norwich Townline and E. & E. Seegmiller Ltd. has completed the 
Twin Bridges on Road 3. This work was held up due to a painter's 
strike in Kitchener. Tenders this year have been called on the 
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work on Road 33; Road 16 including the bridges on same; Blandford- 
Blenheim Bridge Con. IV. Tenders are being received on July 5th 
on the bridges on Road 7, Road 13 and Road 27. Pre-engineering 
and plans are being completed on Road 6, Beachville north and 
tenders should be called before the end of July. Plans for the Put- 
town Bridge, lot 1, Con. I, Blenheim on Brant Boundary have been 
completed and are awaiting approval of the Department of High- 
ways. Tenders on the paving work will be called as soon as road 
13 north of Springford is ready for pavement.

Gentlemen, — Your Committee beg to report as follows— 
Ist The work programme for the year 1963 is progressing fa- 


vourably. The concrete on all structures on County Roads has been 
poured and all structures will be opened for traffic within the next 
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ten days to two weeks. The Hayes Bridge on the South Norwich- 
Dereham Boundary is now completed along with the Bridge on the 
Blandford-Blenheim boundary, Con. IV. The location of the Put- 
town Bridge is being decided on by the Department of Highways 
this week and detailed plans will be completed this autumn and 
winter for a tender call early in the year. 


Grading and base course work on Road 33 is nearing completion 
and the earthmoving on Road 16 is nearing completion and part of 
coarse granular has been applied. The grading, drainage and base 
course work is starting on Road 6, Beachville north this week and 
should be completed by November 15. The corner improvement 
at the intersection of Road 6 and 28 will be starting next week. 
Arrangements for property on this project has been made. As the 
proposed work on Road 6 exceeded the estimates, $16,000.00 for 
corner improvement on Road 4, Con. 9 Blandford and $14,000.00 for 
the Puttown Bridge was transferred to the Road 6 project. Tenders 
on paving Roads 18 and 88 are being called this week with the 
specification that the work be completed by October 15.

One-third 
of the above indemnity and mileage for session or committee meet- 
ings to be considered expenses, by authority of The Income Tax 
Act and The Municipal Act. The Treasurer is hereby directed to 
pay the Members at the close of each Council Session or Committee 
Meeting.

SEVENTH REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE 
ON COUNTY ROADS 


To the Warden and Members of the Council 
of the County of Oxford: 


Gentlemen, — Your Committee beg to report as follows— 


Ist. The following is a summary of the work carried out under 
our direction on the County Road System during the year 1963. 


The expenditure on the work undertaken this past year, if com- 
pleted in full, will exceed the expenditure detailed in our programme 
by some $10,000.00 but as it will be impossible to finalize some con- 
tracts, the overall expenditure will be within the amount set out in 
our third report, namely $983,227.60. Items deleted from our pro- 
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gramme to keep within the estimates were: New Machinery Pur- 
chases, Corner Improvement on Road 4 at the 9th Concession of 
Blandford, Fencing Road 29, and construction work on the Puttown 
Bridge although the plans for the bridge will be completed this 
year for an early call of tenders in 1964. 


GENERAL 


The expenditure in the General Account will be approximately 
the estimate of $34,815.00 


MACHINERY 


As outlined above, the purchase of new equipment was not made 
to keep within the estimates. The expenditure on the operation of 
the Woodstock and Embro shops will exceed the estimates by $1,000.00 
Most of this money was spent on putting a granular base in the Wood- 
stock yard and laying an asphalt surface on which to pile the sand 
for winter maintenance. 


BRIDGES AND CULVERTS 


All structures provided for in the estimates were completed 
except the preliminary construction on the Puttown Bridge on which 
the plans will be completed. The estimated expenditure in structures 
during the year is $137,900.00. 


CONSTRUCTION 


Except for the items detailed before in this report, all Construc- 
tion work should be completed this year. The only exception being 
the finishing of the Granular “A” on Road 16 west of Hickson. The 
estimated expenditure for the year on Road Construction work in- 
cluding pavements is $464,378.00. 


MAINTENANCE 


General maintenace was carried on during the year. Snowfences 
were taken down in the Spring, stored and are now being erected. 
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Owing to the dry open autumn, it has been difficult to drive snow- 
fence posts or to get on the land to erect the fences without inter- 
fering with the farm operations. Two applications of dustlayer were 
applied on all the gravel roads except the sections on which construc- 
tion work was being carried on and on these sections only one ap- 
plication was made. Chemical Weed Killer was used where there 
wasn’t any danger of damaging crops. Shoulders and sections of 
roadsides that mowers could operate over were mowed. Sand treated 
with salt for winter maintenance has been piled in five locations in 
the County. The total yards of sand piled and treated is approxi- 
mately 8000 cu. yds.

tember, 1958, entered into pursuant to the Municipal Act expires on 
January Ist, 1964. 


AND WHEREAS the County has requested the City to enter into a 
new agreement under the provisions of the Municipal Act and the 
Homes for the Aged Act, to take effect from the lst day of January, 
1964, and extending for a period of five years from said date.

COUNTY HOME 


1. The City shall pay quarterly to the County during the next five 
years from the Ist day of January, A.D., 1964, its proportion of every 
expense in connection with the County Home, in the care, mainten- 
ance and management of the same and its residents, less the amounts 
received from the Provincial subsidy payable with respect thereof and 
the amounts which may be received from time to time towards the 
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keep of any of the residents thereof, such portion payable by the 
City to the County to be calculated on the basis of the percentage 
arrived at by relationship which the number of resident days of 
the residents from the City bears to the number of resident days of 
all residents thereof. 


2. The City shall pay quarterly its proportion of all expenditures 
that may be incurred for all additions and capital improvements to 
the County Home buildings or other major expenditure of a capital 
nature in a sum exceeding $3,000.00, on the basis of population; that 
is to say, in the proportion which the population of the City bears 
to the combined populations of the City, County and the Town of 
Ingersoll as returned by the assessors from year to year. 


COUNTY BUILDINGS 


3. County Buildings shall include the Court House, Caretaker’s 
Residence, Jail, Jailer’s Residence, Turnkey’s Residence, Registry Of- 
fice, Health Unit Office and the grounds connected therewith. 


4, The City shall pay quarterly during the next five years from the 
Ist day of January, A.D., 1964, its proportionate share of all expenses 
incurred in connection with the said buildings, their care, insurance 
thereon, maintenance, heating, janitor’s salary except in connection 
with the Health Unit Office, together with the expense of the Com- 
mittee and Chairman having charge of the said buildings and grounds, 
upon the basis of population as mentioned in Clause 2 of this agree- 
ment. 


REGISTRY OFFICE 


5. The City shall pay during the next five years from the 1st day 
of January, A.D., 1964, in the manner set forth in Clause 2 of this 
agreement, all expenses connected with the Registry Office; that is 
to say, all additions, repairs and improvements to the buildings to- 
gether with all supplies connected therewith upon the basis of pop- 
ulation as mentioned in Clause 2 of this agreement. 
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CRIMINAL JUSTICE 


6. The City shall pay quarterly during the next five years com- 
mencing from the-1st day of January, 1964, its proportionate share 
of all expenses in connection with the administration of justice (ex- 
cept expenses where the Statutes provide that the City shall pay 
the exclusive cost), including every expense in connection with the 
sittings of the Supreme Court, the County Court and Division 
Courts within the County, Jurors and their selection, printing, ad- 
vertising, books, stationery and every expense therein, the salaries 
of all officers connected with the Jail, the care and maintenance of 
all prisoners in the County Jail, except the expense of their hospitali- 
zation, their removal to institutions and all other expenses in connec- 
tion therewith, to be calculated as follows: 


After deducting all receipts, the City shall pay quarterly on the 
basis of population as set forth in Clause 2 of this agreement. 


GENERAL CLAUSES 


7. The County Home shall be managed by a committee of manage- 
ment of five members, of which the County Council shall appoint 
three members, the Council of the City of Woodstock one member 
and the Council of the Town of Ingersoll one member, in accordance 
with the provisions of the Home for the Aged Act. 


8. No rent shall be charged the City for its use of any of the County 
Buildings. 


9. The City shall pay to the County the sum of Fifteen Hundred 
Dollars per annum in quarterly payments towards the expenses of 
the administration of the agreement in the County Treasurer’s Office. 


10. The County shall render quarterly to the City a detailed state- 
ment of all receipts and expenditures which may be affected by this 
agreement. | 
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11. The management of all property covered by this agreement 
(except the County Home) shall remain in the hands of the County 
Council. In case alterations, additions, new buildings or repairs 
where the cost will exceed the sum of Six Thousand Dollars, be 
contemplated by the County in the Court House, Registry Office, 
Jail Buildings or premises, the City shall be consulted and the ex- 
penditure thereof concurred in by the Council of the City. In case 
of disputes under this clause as to the proportions to be paid by each 
of the municipalities, the matter shall be settled by arbitration ac- 
cording to the provisions of the Municipal Act. 


12. It is further agreed that the City retains its proportionate 
ownership of the County buildings and the lands in connection 
therewith, the County Home and the lands in connection therewith, 
in proportion to its revised population as set out in Clause 2 of this 
agreement. 


13. This agreement shall come into force and effect on the Ist 
day of January, A.D., 1964.

4, The Town shall pay quarterly during the next five years from 
the Ist day of January, A.D., 1964, its proportionate share of all ex- 
penses incurred in connection with the said buildings, their care, in- 
surance thereon, maintenance, heating, janitor’s salary except in con- 
nection with the Health Unit Office, together with the expense of 
the Committee and Chairman having charge of the said buildings 
_and grounds, upon the basis of population as mentioned in Clause 
2 of this agreement. 


REGISTRY OFFICE 


5. The Town shall pay during the next five years from the Ist 
day of January, A.D., 1964, in the manner set forth in Clause 2 of 
this agreement, all expenses connected with the Registry Office; 
that is to say, all additions, repairs and improvements to the buildings 
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together with all supplies connected therewith upon the basis of 
population as mentioned in Clause 2 of this agreement. 


CRIMINAL JUSTICE 


6. The Town shall pay quarterly during the next five years com- 
mencing from the Ist day of January, 1964, its proportionate share 
of all expenses in connection with the administration of justice (ex- 
cept expenses where the Statutes provide that the Town shall pay 
the exclusive cost), including every expense in connection with the 
sittings of the Supreme Court, the County Court and Division Courts 
within the County, Jurors and their selection, printing, advertising, 
books, stationery and every expense therein, the salaries of all of- 
ficers connected with the Jail, the care and maintenance of all pris- 
oners in the County Jail, except the expense of their hospitalization, 
their removal to institutions and all other expenses in connection 
therewith, to be calculated as follows: 


After deducting all receipts, the Town shall pay quarterly on 
the basis of population as set forth’ in Clause 2 of this agreement. 


GENERAL CLAUSES 


7. The County Home shall be managed by a committee of manage- 
ment of five members, of which the County Council shall appoint 
three members, the Council of the Town of Ingersoll one member 
and the Council of the City of Woodstock one member, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Home for the Aged Act. 


8. No rent shall be charged the Town for its use of any of the 
County Buildings. 


9. The Town shall pay to the County the sum of Five Hundred 
Dollars per annum in quarterly payments towards the expenses of 


the administration of the agreement in the County Treasurer’s Office. 


10. The County shall render quarterly to the Town a detailed state- 
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ment of all receipts and expenditures which may be affected by this 
agreement. 


11. The management of all property covered by this agreement (ex- 
cept the County Home) shall remain in the hands of the County 
Council. In case alterations, additions, new buildings or repairs 
where the cost will exceed the sum of Six Thousand Dollars, be 
contemplated by the County in the Court House, Registry Office, 
Jail Buildings or premises, the Town shall be consulted and the 
expenditure thereof concurred in by the Council of the Town. In 
case of disputes under this clause as to the proportions to be paid 
by each of the municipalities, the matter shall be settled by arbitra- 
tion according to the provisions of the Municipal Act. 


12. It is further agreed that the Town retains its proportionate 
ownership of the County buildings and the lands in connection there- 
with, the County Home and the lands in connection therewith, in pro- 
portion to its revised population as set out in Clause 2 of this agree- 
ment. 


13. This agreement shall come into force and effect on the Ist day 
of January, A.D., 1964.

with were in the year 1962 sold for a total consideration of $64,000.00; 


AND WHEREAS it was agreed between the County, the City and 
Town, that the said sum of $64,000.00 should be divided on an average 
resident day basis over the previous ten years in the following pro- 
portions; seventy per cent to the County, twenty-five per cent to the 
City and five per cent to the Town, and twenty-five per cent of the 
said sum, being $16,000.00, was paid to the City in full payment of 
its share pursuant to the said agreement, which left a balance of 
$48,000.00; 


AND WHEREAS pursuant to the said agreement as to shares, the 
County was entitled to ninety-three and one-third and the Town to 
six and two-thirds of the said balance of $48,000.00; 


AND WHEREAS it has been agreed between the County and the 
Town that the said sum of $48,000.00 shall not now be distributed 
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between them but shall be retained in a special trust fund in accord- 
ance with the terms and conditions hereinafter set forth; 


NOW THIS AGREEMENT WITNESSETH that in consideration of 
the premises the Parties hereto mutually covenant and agree as fol- 
lows: 


1. The said fund of $48,000.00 shall be placed in an account to be 
known as “The Oxford County Special Trust Account” in the Wood- 
stock branch of The Royal Bank of Canada as a fund which would be 
available to be drawn on to the extent of their respective shares by 
the County and the Town for capital expenditures on County build- 
ings to which the County and the Town are liable to contribute, or 
for any other municipal purpose. 


2. The said fund shall be administered by the Treasurer of the 
County. The fund in the said account, including any payments re- 
ceived on the mortgage on the former County farm lands, shall be 
invested and kept invested in the classes of securities in which a 
Trustee is permitted to invest in accordance with section 26 of The 
Trustee Act 1960, Revised Statutes of Ontario, Chapter 408, and any se- 
curities purchased in connection with the investment of the fund shall 
be registered in the name of the County. Any securities held in the 
account or purchased by way of investment of the funds in the said 
account, shall be kept in a safety deposit box at the Woodstock 
branch of The Royal Bank of Canada in the name of the County. 


3. The said trust account shall be audited annually by the County 
auditors and an annual statement as of the 3lst day of December in 
each year shall be prepared by the Treasurer of the County and 
given to the County and the Town. 


4, This agreement may be terminated and the funds in the said 
account distributed in the respective shares to which the County 
and the Town are entitled on thirty days’ notice given by either 
party to the other.
